To the Honorable Board of Trustees: 

When I entered upon my duties as corporation counsel, the 
following suits were pending in the courts: 

OLD LITIGATION. 

1. Carbory Carrol v. Village of Rutland. 

2. M. Welsh v. Village of Rutland. 

3. Charles Parker and wife v. Village of Rutland. 

4. Aqueduct Company v. Village of Rutland. 

5. Village of Rutland v. Darius Carruth. 

Judgments for the village have been rendered in the first 

three, and they are thus terminated. 

Number four was a suit in equity, pending for many years, 
.and has been discontinued by payment of costs, $39.76, by 
the village. 

Number five was a suit in equity, brought against the 
defendant to enjoin him from allowing saw T dust and waste to 
escape from his mill into Mendon river, and a temporary 
injunction was granted therein; still peuding. 

The only new litigation commenced during the current 
year was the following: 

NEW LITIGATION. 

1. Robert Stewart v. Village of Rutland. 

This is a petition to the county court, brought for a 
reassessment of damages for laying a sewer through the peti¬ 
tioner’s land. It was entered in the March term of court, 
1884, and commissioners have been appointed to examine the 
premises and circumstances of the case and make a new 
appraisal as required by law; still pending. 

The above, together with professional advice furnished 
village officials whenever solicited, and the institution of cer¬ 
tain measures to effectuate the proper observance of certain 
ordinances is all that has required the interposition of the 
Tillage attorney the past year.

Sheldon Hose Co,, No. 6, on Main street, north of West 
street. The J. D. Hanrahan Hose Co., No. 7, have been 
admitted to the department in the past year, an< ? i located 
on the corner of Burn ace and Franklin street *ii the com¬ 
panies are well manned and commanded by officers of well 
known ability in managing their apparatus at fires. 

Niekwaekctt engine has been repaired at a cost of $100, 
and is now in good order. A new floor has been laid in their 
house and the roof has been repaired and the house is now in 
good condition. The hose tower of the Washington and Kil- 
lington companies has been repaired at a small cost, and is in 
good condition. 

Two thousand feet of new “ Paragon” cotton hose has been 
added to the department, at a cost of $1,700, which places it 
in good working order. 

I would recommend the selling of the four-wheeled hose 
carriage belonging to the Killington Steamer Co , it being 
too heavy for use, and the purchasing of a two-wheeled cart 
to take its place, 

I would also recommend the purchasing by the village of 
some suitable fire alarm, as the department labor under a 
great disadvantage, under the present system, in not being 
able to locate fires when the alarms are given and a great deal 
of valuable time is lost. 

I present herewith a statement of the property in charge 
of each company, also the location of hydrants and list of the 
officers and members of each company. 

In conclusion f desire to express my thanks to each and 
every member of the department for the promptness with 
which they have responded to the calls for duty and the wil¬ 
ling manner in which they have performed them. 

To Messrs. K. K. Hannum and W. F. Eddy, assistant 
engineers, my thanks are due for their valuable assistance 
and hearty co-operation at all times.
